The inventions described in claims 1 and 13 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive 
step based on document 1 cited in the ISR. Docxmient 1 describes an ultrasonograph wherein a 
cursor's display position on a screen is moved when amoimt of movement is inputted. 

Claims 2 and 14 

The inventions described in claims 2 and 14 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. Document 2 describes an ultrasonograph wherein display position 
is specified by sound line position and the depth of the sound line. Applying this display technology to 
the invention described in document 1 would be obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
